As we move into the home- 
stretch of this session, more and 
more signs are being hoisted to 
warn us that we must. proceed 
cautiously in dealing with state 
fiscal affairs for the coming 
year. Just recently we were 
told that local state revenues 
this year are now expected to 
fall $9.6 million below the fig- 
ure used when the budget was 
submitted to us in January, Next 
year’s receipts are now estimat- 
ed to top the January forecast 
by $10.8 million. The net effect 
of these ‘two offsetting totals 
will be to throw the $2.6 billion 
budget now being reviewed in 
our committees at least $1 mil- 
lion out of kilter, it is predicted. 

The likelihood of this situa- 
tion is compounding the pres- 
sure on our twin committees 
which are reviewing the budget, 
Senate finance and Assembly 
ways and means. The Governor 
has indicated he will take ad- 
vantage of his constitutional 


social security office or sees a 
representative and makes appli- 
eation. If he was born before 
1893 he must have two ‘years 
credit. If he is 65 this year he 
must have a total of 13 quarters 
of coverage (or at least 4 years 
of self employment) to qualify. 

The self-employed farmer uses 
schedule ‘“F’’ in addition to fed- 
eral tax form 1040. This sched- 
ule shows sources of farm in- 
come, business expenses to be 
deducted, and the net profit. To 
be immediately credited with 
income for 1960 the person filing 
a claim should bring an extra 
copy of his 1960 tax return to 
the office when making his 
claim. Farm operators include 
partners, some active landlords, 
or single proprietors. 

The law intends that cash 
benefits be paid at. age 65 or 
more to those farmers who have 
sold or leased their farms or 
otherwise retired. Where a farm 
operator has significantly reduc- 
ed his activities in all or in cer- 
tain months of the year, some 
benefits may be paid to him. At 
age 72 a farmer may receive his 
benefits each month regardless 
of his farm earnings. 

An allowance of $1200 in earn- 
ings each year still applies this 
year. Only net profit from farm- 
ing or wakes earned as an em- 
ployee count as earnings. Rent 
and interest are not considered. 

Earnings which exceed $1,200 
must be reported to the Bureau 
of Old-Age, Disability and Sur- 
vivors Insurance (Social Secur- 
ity). This is done at any time 
during the year on an estimate 
basis or after the close of the 
year. Some benefits are paid 
when the amount of earnings ex- 
ceed $1,200 by a limited amount. 

Disability insurance payments 
are paid when a person, who has 
had at least five years credit in 
the last 10 years before he stop- 
ped working, can no longer be 
considered able to do any sort of 
work. As in the retirement pro- 
gram, dependents are eligible to 
get benefits along with the in- 
sured worker.

balance, so the committee mem- 
bers are now taking second looks 
at many budget items already 
considered. 

One evident result of this pre- 
dicament is to dim considerably 
the possibility of any kind of 
state tax reduction at this ses- 
sion. Approval even of the ad- 
ministration-backed bill to ex- 
empt prescription drugs from 
the sales tax now seems remote. 

Another big problem arising 
from these forecasts also con- 
fronts every Legislator, as well 
as members of the two commit- 
tees. That is what to do with 
the horde of special appropria- 
tion bills which are piled up be- 
hind the budget awaiting action. 
You recall that no such bill can 
be heard until after the budget 
is passed unless the Governor 
gives special permission. 

At the latest tally, the total 
amount involved in such bills is 
at least $220 million, but this is 
a rock-bottom minimum. More 
than 140 measures would make 
appropriations for specific pur- 
poses, but the costs involved in 
14 of these cannot be even rea- 
sonably estimated, so must be 
added to the figure used here. 
In addition, another 45 bills are 
thought to contain “implied” 
appropriations — that is, they 
call for expanded or new func- 
tions which will cost taxpayer 
money to administer. 

These special money bills cov- 
er a wide range of fields, from 
agriculture to the youth author- 
ity, from education to social 
welfare. Amounts range from a 
few thousand dollars for a small 
Special study to several million 
for a flood control project. 

Each of these appropriation 
measures has particular status 
for the Legislator who introduc- 
ed it, as well as the group sup- 
porting it. Dependent: upon 
whether the Dill is statewide in 
its application, or primarily of 
local concern, support may come 
from large or small groups. One 
thing is, however, certain. Sup- 
porters of each appropriation 
proposal will do everything in 
their power to facilitate its pass- 
age, and will communicate with 
every member on the hearing 
committees. 

Not nearly so vocal. however, 
are those who may question the 
necessity for, or the ability of 
the state to finance a particu- 
lar project. This frequently 
makes it difficult for a Legisla- 
tor to properly evaluate a spend- 
ing proposal and make a decision 
concerning it which will be 
equitable to all the citizens of 
California. This is especially 
true at this session, when all the 
information available from re- 
liable sources tells us that our 
state government will not be 
able to pay for every project cov- 
ered by a special appropriation 
bill.
